





Alternative proposed 


Chair changes rejected

School of Arts and Sciences 
department chairs last Thursday 
rejected a proposal by Academic 
Vice President E. James Archer to 
change the current policy on the 
role of department chairs 

Instead. the group expressed 
support for analternative proposal 
submitted by a six-member sub- 
committee of the department 
chairs 

Archer's dratt suggests several 
changes in the role of department 
chairs. They would serve “at the 
discretion and pleasure of the 
(university) president.” 

Administrators would also have 
been required to issue written 
reasons for rejection of a 
department chair, although when 


this happens the department must 
submit a different nominee for 
chair 

if the second nominee is re- 
jected, the proposal! continued, the 
dean and academic vice president 
“shail confer before the 
department identifies a third can- 
didate.” 

The alternative proposal in- 
cludes as role of department chairs 
recruitment and 
faculty and staff, along with res- 
ponsibility for budget estimates

and instructional schedules 

It also states that the president 
must submit in writing “good and 
compelling reasons for rejection” 
of a nominee 

Archer believes the 
defining the chairs’ role is “very 
much in progress at this point.”

Prof. Chris Dyer-Be>nett, chair 
of the Faculty Senate, called the 
alternative proposal a “pretty 
good-looking document” with “lit- 
tle or no philosophy in it.” 

The issue over definition of the 
department chairs 
originated last June when Vernon 
Hornback’s renomination for a 
third term as chair of the English 
Department was rejected by David 
Ballesteros, dean of the School of 
Arts and Sciences 

At that time, three different 
faculty groups of the school 
criticved the decision and the 
reasons given. Ballesteros alleged 
that Hornback “openly worked” 
against the administration “with 
campus-wide dissemination of 
charges, often without proven 
facts.”

not enough

The lack of employee grievance 
procedures, mentioned at last 
week's CSUS Foundation meeting, 
may at least have a temporary 
solution in an audit of Jayne M. 
Wood's job. 

Woods, research coordinator of 
the foundation, has been corres- 
ponding for the past vear to get her 
Salary level changed from Super- 
vising Clerk Il to an Ad- 
ministrative Assistant I. Although 
not officially a state employee, she 
is being represented by the Califor- 
ma State Employee's Association 
(CSEA) 

Precedence for the 
CSEA's action stems from 
representing other auxiliary em- 
Ployees at CSUS, and by the fact 
that similar corporations in other 
state colleges are considered state 
employees whose salaries are reim- 
bursed by the corporations. 

According to Sherry Hunt, 
CSEA representative, Dr. Darrell 
J. inebnit, vice president for ad- 
ministration, has agreed toa CSUS 
personne! department audit of 
Wood's job duties. “Their 
recommendations will go to Inab- 
nit, and he will go to Bond,” said 
Hunt, who added: “at least they're 
now willing to give her a chance.” 

“They wouldn't specify what 
her appeal! rights were,” said Hunt 
in referring to Wood's corres- 
pondence. “We're not asking for 
any favoritism. We're just asking 
that her position be audited” and 
that a recommendation be given

Add,drop deadline nears 


Students are reminded that 
Thursday, Oct. 2 is the last day fox 
adding or dropping courses. All 
course information related to a 
dropped course, if dropped by this 
date, is deleted from the student's 
record. Adds and drops after Oct. 2 
require instructor and department 
approval and are permissible only 
for serious and compelling reasons. 
Adds and drops must be 
authorized by the instructor and 
the department chair for academic 
reasons; or by the school or 
division dean for non-academic 
reasons. All requests to add or 
drop under these circumstances 
must be made in writing on 
petitions available in the 


department offices. 

Complete withdrawals from the 
University must be approved by 
the Dean of the School or Division 
for academic reasons or by the 
Dean of Students for non- 
academic reasons. 

When students add, drop, or 
withdraw after Oct. 2, they must 
submit add/drop cards to the 
Registrar's Office within three days 
of the department's approval 

No adds, drops, or withdrawals 
can be approved the last three 
weeks of instruction. Students who 
fail to withdraw will be assigned an 
“F™ grade for upper division classes 
or an “NC” grade for lower 
division classes 


Dorm privacy 


Searches banned

(CPS) Students who live in 
college dorms have won some new 
rights recently, but their freedom 
may prove to be a double-edged 
sword. While University  ad- 
ministrators are more often declin- 
ing to play parent to students. they 
are also refusing to protect them 
from state and local laws 

Search procedures at Marshall 
University (MU) in Huntington, 
W.V. were revised this summer to 
reflect the adult legal status of 18- 
year-olds in West Virginia. Ml 
students are now protected from 
searches by University officials. to 
enter a student’s room, officials 
need a warrant from local police 

A federal judge in Michigan 
ruled this summer that college 
students are entitled to the same 
rights of privacy in their dorm 
rooms as any adult in a private 
home. Two students at Grand 
Valley State Colleges who were 
facing suspension for marijuana 
Possession sued the college for 
illegally searching their rooms. The 
judge agreed that the college of- 
ficials should have obtained a 
search warrant before entering the 
students’ rooms. 

But winning new rights has in 
some cases meant iosing old 
privileges. Many colleges have 
traditionally asked local police to 
let them discipline their students 
even if the infractions of school 
rules also violated local or state 
laws. Local lawmakers have often 
deferred to the universities 

Now students at MU will be 
turned over to the local police for 
breaking either university or local 


laws. This will apply to offenses 
such as theft. public intoxication, 
assault, possession of illegal 


substances and trespassing 

MU Dean of Students Richard 
G. Fisher said i8-vear-old majority 
rights and a conviction that the 
concept of the University acting in 
the place of parents “1s dead” had 
spurred the change 

The new code will also give loca! 
police the chance to enforce Mt 


Visitation rights according to 
Fisher. In a first violation of 
sisitation hours. students would 


not be arrested, but on the second 
they might be. Fisher said 

Visitation hours one exam- 
ple of the parental authority many 
colieges still exercise over dorm 
residents have been challenged 
on several campuses but still seem 
to be hanging on. The New Mexico 
State Supreme Court ruled this 
summer that the Board of Regents 
had the right to enforce no- 
visitation :ules. The Court decided 
that “the regulation is reasonable, 
serves a legitimate educational pur- 
pose and promotes the welfare of 
the students at the university.” 

Smal! victories are being won 
on other campuses where visitation 
hours have expanded. At Memphis 
State University, visitation has 
been temporarily extended from 
midnight until 2 a.m. but the new 
hours will still have to be approved 
by the Board of Regents. Dean of 
Students Donald Carson said he 
thought the new hours would have 
a hard time getting by the Board 
“Boards tend to be conservative in 
nature,” Carson said, “and do not 
take kindly to programs of this 
nature.” 


Tone rertig 
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Coyote in town

Margo St. James. feminist, 
founder of COYOTE (Call Oft 
Your Old Tired Ethics) and former 
prostitute was in town Tuesday 
night to promote the  dec- 
mminalization of prostitution 

The occasion was a fund-raising 
dinner-dance to launch the Sac- 
ramento COYOTE chapter which 
has just opened at i01! 22nd St 

About 80 mostly white, middle- 
class supporters and one male 
heckler attended the $10-a-head 
event at the EF! Rancho Hotel. The 
heckler was silenced early by St. 
James “| love it when old cus- 
tomers come to hear me speak,” 
she said 

She told the group the present 
system “is designed to keep women 
out of prostitution,” but instead 
traps them into it 

“If you're busted you're locked 
in and everybody, including cops, 
can shake you down,” she said 

St. James herself may be a tes- 
tiimonial to that process. The 
daughter of a Washington dairy 
farmer, she was arrested at 25 for 
prostitution. She contends the 
charge was unfounded 

“The neighbors just saw a lot of 
people around my place and as- 
sumed | was hooking.” She won 
the case on appeal, but said, 

after that | had the label and 
couldn't get a job, so at 26 I started 
hooking.” 

“Most prostitutes are in 
business for social and economic 
reasons and not because they're 
ignorant, if! or lazy.” St. James 
said. 


She added, “about 80 to 90 
percent of juvenile prostitutes are 
victims of incest who run away, 
wind up broke and then are oftered 
money by some dirty old man.” 

If the public wants to combat 
prostitution, St. James maintains, 
the obvious way 1s to find jobs for 
prostitutes and to “do something to 
the customers like putting their 
names in the paper.” 

Efforts are apparently being 
made in other states to punish the 
customer as well as the prostitute 
In Oregon, St. James reported, 
male customers are now being 
picked up along with the pros- 
titutes. But she added, “The 
trouble is the men are given tickets 
while the women go to jail.” 


“COYOTE.” St. James said, 


“won't settle for less than total dec- 
riminalization.” She predicted dec- 
riminalization will take place this 
year in California, but said it will 
be done through the court system 
Assemblyman 
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Brown's consenting adults bill 
passed this session, rather than 
through new legislation 

She denounced “foot-dragging” 
on the part of legislators, calling 
them “paranoid” because they 
constitute a “large part of the call- 
girl chentele.~ 

“If the men aren't going to stand 
up and stop the courts from taking 


women to jail, we'll have to do it.” 


she said

Decriminalization is preferred 
by COYOTE to legalization, St. 
James explained, because the latter 
means government regulation and 
the “ghetto-izing™ of prostitutes as 
in Nevada where they are “isolated 
and stigmatized.” 

The group would be amenable 
to a small business-type licensing 
arrangement and to the control of 
advertising, she said, but added, 

the police have no place in it, 
they shouldn't even give out traffic 
uckets; civilians should.” 

St. James points out dec- 
riminalization would save tax- 
payers not only the money now 
spent on vice squads, but also the

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money lost when “police chase 
prostitutes instead of protecting 
your property.” “As the system is 
now,” she said, “there’s always 
some cop around trying to keep a 
married man from getting laid.” 
Under decriminalization, she 
believes, the prostitute would no 
longer be the “perfect victim for 
anyone who wants to rip her off.” 


And although she claims under | 


decriminalization prostitutes could 
only charge a tenth of what they do 
now, they would be able to keep 
more of what they earn 
advocates 
bargaining between 
prostitutes and hotel and bar 
owners. “Instead of the ABC 
(Alcoholic Beverage Control) try- 
ing to police their own boys. Asitis 
now, there’s no place where two 
heterusexuals can go to get it on,” 
she said 

COYOTE now has chapters ina 
number of other states including 
New York, Wgshington and 
Hawaii and claims a mailing list of 
10,000 

Terri Lynn Martin, who was 
arrested here earlier this year on 
charges of running a house of pros- 
titution and who caused a stir when 
she was found to have a politically 
embarassing trick book, is “chair- 
madam” of the new Sacramento

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Housing saved

Administrators of CSU, San 
Francisco, have vigorously 
attempted to close and or destroy 
on-campus facilities which house 
students and their 
tamilies. Citing such reasons as 
“structurally unsound” in 1962, 
“deteriorating conditions” in 1964, 
and “violation of state fire codes” 
in 1966, the administration went so 
far as to enlist the support of the 
late Senator McAteer to bring the 
buildings down. In the spring of 
1966, the students were successful 
in compromising with McAteer 
and the fire marshal! by installing 
an alarm system and making a few 
minor repairs. These repairs and 
others have all been paid by the oc- 
cupants of the buildings, with no 
heip from the administration. The 
University has indeed refused to 
contribute any monies necessary to 
keep the buildings in acceptable 
condition 

in 1969, the residents worked 
with the UC Community Design 
Center in order to gain a $4 million

HUD grant which would have 
financed the construction of new 
facilities and thereby correct the 
problem the CSUC 
Board of turned the 
proposal down after the grant was 
made and distributed it to other 
campuses in the CSUC system 

The residents have continued to 
hold onto their housing despite the 
administrators receiving a court in- 
junction to force the students out 
The Associated Students have 
since enlisted the support of 
Senators Milton Marks and 
George Moscone, Assemblyman 
Willie Brown, and the Student 
Presidents Association (SPA). The 
SPA drafted a resolution(ACR 12) 
sponsored by Assemblyman 
Brown which requested the CSUC 
Board of Trustees to halt eviction 
proceedings until the University 
could furnish similar jiow-cost 
housing to the married students 
and their families. On Sept. I 1, the 
State Senate & Assembly passed 
the resolution without a single 
dissenting vote. Congratulations to 
the residents!

Talks open on fate of ink shop

The Executive Committee of 
the CSUS Alumni Association 
Board of Directors passed a 
resolution at last Thursday night's 
meeting opening negotiations with 
the ASCSUS for a_ possible 
partnership in the Hornet Ink 
Machine, a non-profit printing 
shop owned and funded by the 
ASCSUS 

The body was first approached 
with a request to enter into a joint 
venture or partnership by the 
ASCSUS in late June and now, in 
the initial round of the 
negotiations, awaits a proposal 
from the ASCSUS. 

Robin Allen, president of the 
CSUS Alumni Association Board 
of Directors, speculated that the 
ASCSUS will propose a partner- 
ship. “It is still, nevertheless, a wide 
open ball game,” he added. 

Upon the invitation of R. 
Harold Van Cleave, executive 
director of the CSUS Alumni As- 
sociation, Gregory Thatch, ex- 
ecutive assistant to University 
President James Bond, briefly 
presented the committee with ad- 
ministrative input on the Ink 
Machine question. 

There exists, according to That- 
ch, three fundamental issues caus- 
ing the administration 
concern: (1) the uncertain finan- 
cial stability of the Ink Machine, 
(2) the likelihood of a partnership 
between the ASCSUS and the 
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CSUS Alumni Association being 
illegal, and (3) the philosophical 
question of whether the Alumni 
Association should function as a 
competitive service on campus 
Thatch emphasized that action 
taken by the Alumni Association 
on the Ink Machine would be sub- 
ject to approval by President Bond 
and the legal staff or Chancellor 
Gienn S. Dumke. Allen reassured 
Thatch that, in the event of a 
partnership, the administration 
would be contacted and hopefully 
be expected to direct its duplicating 
business to the Ink Machine 
Thatch later expressed the 
desire to meet with Allen and dis- 
cuss other considerations sur- 
rounding the Alumni Association's 
future role in the Ink Machine 
“The Alumni _ Association 
would like to see non-profit prin- 
ting continue because it is an in- 
valuable aid to the students,” Allen 
remarked following the meeting. 
Throughout the recent weeks of 
the Ink Machine's five-month 
search for increased financial sup- 
port, Midge Marino. sole operator 
of the shop, has taken consolation 
in the fact that she could rely on the 
Alumni Association for assistance. 
“They see the real positive need for 
it (the Ink Machine) in the way of 
the services and they will do anyth- 
ing that they can to help,” she said. 
Currently, the Alumni As- 
sociation ends much of | its 
duplicating business to the Ink 
Machine. The shop's $2,975 budget 
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reflects $20.000 estimated income 
from Alumni Association §tran- 
sactions 

Finding an appropriate site for 
relocation of the Ink Machine also 
remains unresolved. 

Terry Frost, 1974-75 ASCSUS 
President notified Marino that the 
oid ASI Business Office, FS 151, 
would be allocated for the Ink 
Machine as soon as the Business 
Office moved to the University 
Union Unaware of Frost's 
decision, E. Kari Lorentzen, direc- 
tor of the Hornet Foundation tn- 
formed the ASI and the Hornet 
Foundation Board of Directors 
that he would occupy FS 151. The 
Hornet Foundation, in an attempt 
to rectify the situation, will allow 
the Ink Machine to move into the 
former ASI Governmental Offices, 
FS 251, the space tentatively 
alloted for campus clubs and 
organizations by the ASI 

The shop is presently located in 
a trailer among the temporary 
building cluster across from the 
Engineering Building. 

in a September 22 letter to the 
ASCSUS Senate, James Hollen- 
back, ASCSUS Senate Chair, 
proposed that the ASI relocate the 
ink Machine and the State Hornet 
to FS 251 and the campus clubs 
and organizations be located on 
the third floor of the University 


Union. 
Hollenback subjec.cd his 


proposal to the follown:e con- 
tingencies:

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ASI vs real world

It has long been the tradition of 
this country to allow and en- 
courage the press to report and 
keep watch on the lawmakers who 
serve the people. This tradition has 
served to give the legislators a sem- 
blance of conscience, they may or 
may not have needed, but it has 
also created an adversary relation- 
ship between the two institutions 

This relationship will often 
manifest itself in the legislator’s ac 
biased 
numerous incidents of misquotes 


cusations of a press, 
and the need for occasional private 
sessions 

The press. on the other hand, 
will retort with volleys such as the 
press’ right to know, the media's 
duty to keep the public informed, 
as wellas the proven dangers which 
result with little or no supervision 
ot policy makers 

This is essentially the relation- 
ship which exists within the cam- 
pus community of CSUS, except 
for one major difference. Unlike 
the non-campus press, the State 
Hornet's operating funds are under 
the direct control of those it has the 
duty of reporting on; and it is 
becoming increasingly evident with 
each passing day that their idea of 
“responsible journalism” rarely 
coincides with that of the Hornet. 
Thus the tale of Senate Bill 2 

SB 2, as described by Student 
Senate Chair Jim Hollenback, is 
“the Senate's attempt to resolve the 
issue of the media’s role on cam- 
pus.” I tried to understand what he 
had said, and why he said it; but try 
as I might, | failed to find jus- 
tification for the statement 

Why was the role of media on 
campus suddenly an issue which 
needed resolution? Who had 
decided it was such? Why did the 
Senate feel qualified to 
factorily resolve this issue in the 
best interests of all the students? 
And how would this be deter- 
mined? 

In response to 
tions, Hollenback attempted to ex 
plain the Senate’s relationship to 
the Hornet) and other campus 
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media, and essentially it sounded 
like this: the State Hornet is 
published by the Associated 
Students, Inc. The ASI is com- 
posed and funded by ihe students 
of CSUS. The business of the ASI 
is handled by the elected officers 

As Hollenback went on, he 
reasoned that ASI officers were ac- 
tually the executive publishers of 
the Hornet 
responsible” for the 


and were therefore 
“directly 
content of the paper, including all 
legal suits resulting from its 
publication 

In his critique of the Hornet asa 
paper. Hollenback cited his an- 
noyvance with the Hornet's 
coverage of such off-campus trivia 
as the attempted assassination of 
the President of the '!nited States 

He did, however, stress the im- 
portance of covering such 
newsworthy items as ASI-spon- 
sored dances and movies. “This,” 


he said. “is the job of a campus 
newspaper, covering ‘campus 
news’.” 


And that is what he felt the 
Hornet should and would be doing 
through something like SB 2, 
whose final outlines will be 
hardened with the resulis of a 
Senate poll, asking what their 
opinions on campus media were. 

If it comes down to the ASI of- 
ficers feeling they have jurisdiction 
over the Hornet by virture of their 
control of the budget, they have 
sadly underestimated the strength 
of the press and its instinct to 
remain free and unencumbered. 
Honest and viable journalism can- 
not be slashed from the columns of 
a budget; it is an entity of the mind. 

I came away from the ASI of- 
fices feeling they had an “us against 
them” attitude, when in reality it 
should be “we are them.” They 
have no right to decide what to do 
with “their” publication, because it

First films by new directors 
usually receive the same reviews as 
first novels by new writers. Either 
somebody at the top (producer or 
publisher) erred in exposing a 
talentless youngster’s attempt at 
art, or, more encouragingly, that 
the work in question is a work to be 
enjoyed and maybe the flaws of the 
creator's inexperience even add to 
the freshness of the work. A Boy 
And His Dog is a first film by a 
new director, L. Q. Jones 

The executive producer of the 
film is Alvy Moore, who appears as 
a member of the Committee of 
Topeka. Such loyalty to a film is 
rarely seen. His appearance in the 
film strengthens it, as does Jason 
Robards’ and Helene Winston's 
performances as the rest of the 
Committee. Their abilities as ac- 
tors are not severly taxed in this 
film, but their talent shows in their 
appropriately stiff-faced 
mannerisms 

The film is at its best when it 
shows the stream-of-consciousness 
narrative of Harlan Ellison's 
Nebula winning novella. Rather 
than waiting to hear Vic Albert's 
laughter at the impotence of the 
Topeka maies, we see everyone in 
fopeka wearing whiteface, the 
symbol of the jester or buffoon. 
When Vic Albert discovers this 
lack of masculinity, he no longer 
feels threatened just as no one ts 
threatened by a limp-tassled jester 
or a baggy-pantsed comic 


This absence of masculinity is 
further realized in the Committee's 
method of punishing the few mildly 
revolutionary people in Topeka 
The Committee votes on the guilt 
and sentences the guilty to the 
“farm”, a euphemism for a giant.

She added that although the 
unionized CSUS food service em- 
ployees “get their rights,” the other 
auxiliary employees have job 
insecurity, less retirement benefits 
and tuition waivers. Yet like 
reguiar employees of CSUS, they 
are made to feel responsible to the 
administration 

Hunt quoted Art. 5, Sec. 24054 
of the Calif. Education Code, 
which stated ~—s that: “auxiliary 
organizations shall be conducted in 
conformity with regulations... The 
regulations shall include salaries, 
working conditions and benefits, 
exclusive of retirement and per- 
manent status benefits, which are 
those provided 
California State University.” 

Auxiliary organivations are 
private corporations under con- 
tract with the state college to do 
college-related activities such as 
serve food, conduct student 
government, or solicit research 
grants. The latter purpose is the 
prime function of the CSUS Foun- 
dation
